COMMISSION MEETINGS 


The Commission held 28 meetings in 1955 and continued its 
policy of hearing anyone who expressed a wish to be heard at a 
Commission meeting. In this way, a large number of disputes between 
Commission licensees were settled, thus avoiding the necessity of 
expensive and long-drawn out litigation in the courts. In addition, 
many persons having complaints, once having been heard by the 
Commission, either found that their complaints had no foundation in 
fact, or if the complaints were valid, had them satisfactorily 
adjusted by the Commission. 


Joint meetings were held with the racing associations, 
and the Executive Committee of the H.eB.P.A, At such meetings, the 
Commission adopted a conciliatory rather than an arbitrary attitude, 
with the result that no one expressed any disaffection for or 
disapproval of either the attitude or the decisions of the Commission. 


THe FILM PATROL 


As has been observed in earlier reports, the Film Patrol is 
the greatest single factor contributing to clean racing, and Ontario 
was a pioneer in introducing it in 1951. Furthermore, it is only in 
Ontario, and nowhere else in the world where the Film Patrol is paid 
for by the taxing authority rather than the racing associations. It 
was realized in 1951 that to impose the burden of the admittedly 
expensive Film Patrol on the individual racing associations would have 
been, for some of them, intolerable, but the government was wise enougn 
to approve the establishment of the Film Patrol and pay for it, in the 
interests of clean racing. 


One great improvement in the Film Patrol was effected in 
1953, after sundry experiments conducted by our contractor in Florida 
during the 1952-53 racing season. Immediate processing (that is, 
developing of the films) has been provided, which has made it possible 
for the stewards to view the films of a race two minutes and 35 seconds 
after the finish of a race. It is believed that this is the fastest 
processing conducted by any Film Patrol anywhere. This is an 
extremely important feature, as it enables the stewards to be as 
certain as humanly possible in situations where they are considering 
the disqualification of a horse for a riding foul committed by its 
jockey or for interference with another horse, uncontrollable by a 
jockey, by itself. 


The actual pictures, whether the time of day was early or 
late, or whether the day was light or dull and murky, were pefectly 
clear.

COMMISSION VETERINARY SURGSONS 


The Commission was again assisted by three Commission 
Veterinary Surgeons, none of whom are engaged in private practice. 
The Commission aimed at this goal ever since it was formed and it will 
'readily be appreciated how important it is that Commission Veterinary 
Surgeons be absolutely free of bias or prejudice, and equally important, 
suspicion. 


A fourth Veterinary Surgeon took charge of the summer Trots 
during the month of July. 


The pre-race examination of all horses during the morning of 
the day they raced was again conducted as in earlier years. All 
scratches recommended by the Commission Veterinary Surgeons were 
approved by the stewards and there was no known case of a lame horse 
being permitted to race. 


SALIVA AND URIN# TESTS 


As in previous years, saliva samples were taken from all 
winning horses and such others as might be selected by the stewards. 
For the first time, it was possible to take urine samples from all 
winning horses and such others as might be selected by the stewards 
and this without increasing the staff of the Commission at the race 
track. Hlaborate security measures have been taken to protect these 
samples from the time they are taken until their analysis and indeed 
these go far beyond the security measures taken in other racing 
jurisdictions, 


A positive test was reported by the Provincial Analyst: a 
drug of the nature of epped ane was found in the urine sample taken 
from the horse DARING SPIRIT, which won the fourth race at Woodbine 
Park on Monday, September 5, 1955. The purse was declared forfeit, 
and was redistributed to the horses placing second, third, fourth and 
fifth respectively. Owner-Trainer W. F. Edmiston and Groom William 
Warden were suspended together with all horses owned and trained by 
W. F. Edmiston and the case referred to the Commission. 


After a hearing before the Commission, Owner-Trainer W. F. 
Edmiston and Groom William Warden were suspended indefinitely 
together with all horses under the care of Owner-Trainer Edmiston, 
until such time as they were leased or sold to a licensee of the 
Commission in good standing. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF STATE RACING COMMISSIONSRS 


The members of the Commission are associate members of this 
important organization, which includes in its membership the racing 
boards or commissions of 26 states of the union and the governing 
bodies of racing in Mexico, Cuba and Puerto Rico. 


This body acts as a clearing house for the disciplinary 
rulings, changes in rules of racing and statistical data which it 
gathers from all racing jurisdictions on the continent and passes on to 
all its members by periodical publication of a bulletin, enabling 
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members to keep accurate and up-to-date records of important events 
that take place in other jurisdictions. 


Each member of the Association agrees to honour and abide 
by the rulings of its fellow-members as members of racing boards and 
commissions, and thus, many undesirables are kept off the North 
American turf, even though their offences were committed in one racing 
jurisdiction. 


THREATENED JOCKEY STRIKE 


In the early part of August, during the Fort Erie meeting, 
there were persistent rumours that the jockeys were going to "striket 
in protest against a ruling of the Stewards, suspending Jockey Victor 
Bovine for ten days. 


The Supervisor of Racing got in touch with the Commission 
and the Commission went to Fort Erie and met with the President and 
members of the Executive Committee of the Jockeys' Benefit Association 
to discuss their problems. 


The Chairman pointed out to them that all jockeys, at the 
time they made application for their licences, had signed the following 
undertaking: : 


"I hereby agree to abide by the Rules of Racing of 

the Ontario Racing Commission and to accept and abide. 
by the rulings and decisions of the Commission, stewards 
and racing officials, as the case may be, and I consent 
to the publication of such decisions and rulings to the 
press and to the public." 


It was also explained to the Executive Committee that the 
Commission had no power to change the Stewards! ruling and that if they 
persisted in their attitude, all who refused to ride would be suspended 
indefinitely. This would mean, of course, that they would not be 
allowed to ride on any race track in the North American continent. 


The Chairman, with the other members of the Commission and 
the Supervisor of Racing in attendance, then addressed all jockeys who 
were on the grounds, after which each jockey was interrogated separately 
by the Commission. Each jockey refused to ride on the following 
Saturday, and accordingly, 33 jockeys were suspended indefinitely for 
refusing to ride, and two were suspended indefinitely for failing to 
attend the meeting. 


The following day, Friday, August 12, 1955, the Chairman 
was handed a letter by the Field Representative of the Jockeys! 
Benefit Association, stating that all jockeys now had rescinded their 
stand and agreed to abide by the questioned ruling of the Stewards 
and all subsequent rulings of the Stewards. 


All jockeys were accordingly restored to good standing 
immediately. : 
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HARNESS RACING g 
During the Dufferin Park Fall and Winter Trots of 1954-55, 
the Commission appointed its own Steward-Judge and almost immediately 
abuses which had been honoured by the effluxion of time and permitted 
by the respectability of tradition came to an abrupt end. The Super- 
visor of Racing officiated as the Commission Steward-Judge, and perform- 
ed most competently in this capacity. 


The Commission licensed all owners and drivers, setting a 
nominal licence fee of $1.00, and in conjunction with the licensing 
plan, Commission Security Officers were employed to patrol the Stabling 
area much as they do at the thoroughbred race tracks. 


Further, the Commission licensed all personnel employed by 
Owners or drivers and while this licensing (as indeed all licensing in 
harness-racing is) is purely for record rather than revenue purposes, 
it enables a prompt check of all persons in the stabling area by our 
Security Officers. 


The Commission Veterinary Surgeons conducted Saliva tests of 
all winners and such other horses as were selected by the Steward-Judges, 
and appropriate Security measures were taken to protect the samples. 

In addition, they checked the horses! fitness in the post parade and 
watched the starts and finishes of each heat. 


The total licences and registrations for the 1954-55 harness 
racing meetings were $43,675.00, 


MINOR JOCh#YS' TRUST FUND

A trust fund for minor jockeys was established in 1953 and 
put into effect in 1954, whereby all Jockeys under the age of 21 years 
were obliged to assign to a trustee (a chartered trust company) 50% of 
their riding fees in excess of 9200.00 per week, This amount was 
changed to $150.00 by Commission Directive No, ee 5S, 


It is not generally realized that many minor jockeys earn 
very substantial fees and in Ontario in 1955, apprentice jockeys under 
el years of age were earning around 3350.00 to $450.00 per week.

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COMMISSION MEETINGS 


The Commission held 49 meetings in 1956 and continued its 
policy of hearing anyone who expressed a wish to be heard at a 
Commis sion meeting. In this way, a large number of disvutes between 
Commis sion licensees were settled, thus avoiding the necessity of 
expensive and long-drawn out litigation in the courts. In addition, 
many persons having complaints, once having been heard by the 
Commission, either found that their complaints had no foundation in 
fact, or if the complaints were valid, had them satisfactorily 
adjusted by the Commission. 


Joint meetings were held with The Ontario Jockey Club, 
the Executive Committees of the H.B.P.A. and The Jockeys Benefit 
Association. At such meetings, the Commission adopted a conciliatory 
rather than an arbitrary attitude, with the result that no one 
expressed any disaffection for or disapproval of either the attitude 
or the decisions of the Commission. 


THE FILM PATROL 


As has been observed in earlier reports, the Film Patrol 
is the greatest single factor contributing to clean racing, and 
Ontario was a pioneer in introducing it in 195l. Furthermore, it 
is only in Ontario, and nowhere else in the world where the Film 
Patrol is paid for by the taxing authority rather than the racing 
associations. It was realized in 1951 that to impose the burden 
of the admittedly expensive Film Patrol on the individual racing 
associations would have been, for some of then, intolerable, but 
the government was wise enough to approve the establishment of the 
Film Patrol and pay for it, in the interests of clean racing. 


One great improvement in the Film Patrol was effected in 
1953, after sundry experiments conducted by our contractor in 
Florida during the 1952-53 racing season. Immediate processing 
(that is, developing of the films) has been provided, which has 
made it possible for the stewards to view the films of a race two 
minutes and 35 seconds after the finish of a race. It is believed 
that this is the fastest processing conducted by any Film Patrol 
anywhere. This is an extremely important feature, as it enables 
the stewards to be as certain as humanly possible in situations 
where they are considering the disqualification of a horse fora 
riding foul committed by its jockey or for interference with 
another horse, uncontrollable by a Jockey, by itself. 


The actual pictures, whether the time of day was early 
or late, or whether the day was light or dull and murky, were 
perfectly clear. 


COMMISSION VETSRINARIANS 


The Commission was again assisted by three Commission 
Veterinarians, none of whom is engaged in private practice. The 
Commission aimed at this goal ever since it was formed and it 
will readily be appreciated how important it is that Comnission 
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Veterinarians be absolutely free of bias or prejudice, and equally 
linportant, susvicion. 


A fourth Veterinarian took charge of the summer Trots 
Heom July 16 to Awsust -25. 


At the beginnings of August, a mild epidemic of equine 
influenza broke out among the harness horses at Cld jsoodbine race 
track and it became necessary to procure the services of an extra 
veterinarian. or. N. J. Coleman, who formerly acted as a Commission 
Veterinarian on the thoroughbred tracks, was kind enouvh to help 
us out during this crisis and continued on until the termination 
of the harness meeting on August 25. 


fhe pre-race examination of all horses during the morning 
of the day they raced was again conducted as in earlier years. All 
scratches recommended by the Commission Veterinarians were approved 
by the stewards and there was no known case of a lame horse being 
permitted to race. 


SALIVA AND URING TESTS 


AS in previous years, saliva and urine sanples were taken 
from all winnins horses and such others as might be selected by 
the stewards. wu#laborate security measures have been taken to 
protect these samples froin the time they are taken until their 
analysis and indeed these go far beyond the security measures taken 
in other racing jurisdictions. 


1519 saliva and 1445 urine samples were analyzed by the 
Commission Analyst and no positive test was reported from either. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF STATE RACING COMMISSICNARS 


The members of the Coimmission are associate members of 
this important organization, which includes in its membership the 
racing boards or commissions of 26 states of the union and the 
governing bodies of racing in ilexico, Cuba and Puerto Rico. 


. This body acts as a clearing house for the disciplinary 
rulings, changes in rules of racing and statistical data which it 
gathers from all racing jurisdictions on the continent and passes 
on to all its members by periodical publication of a bulletin, 
enablinz members to keep accurate and up-to-date records of 
important events that take place in other jurisdictions. 


Bach member of the Association agrees to honour and abide 
by the rulinss of its fellow-members as members of racing boards 
and Commissions, and thus, many undesirables are kept off the North 
American turf, even though their offences were committed in one 
racing jurisdiction. 


The twenty-second Annual Convention of the Association 
was held in Chicago, Illinois, from June 23 - 28, 1956. The 
Chairman, the Vice-Chairman and one member, John W. Hanna, Ii.P.P., 
all attended this Convention. 
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6. 
HARNGSS RACING 


The 36-day harness racing meeting was held at Cld Woodbine 
race track, from July 16 to August 25, 1956. The Commission licensed 
all owners and drivers, setting a nominal license fee of 41.00. 


Further, the Commission licensed all personnel employed by 
owners or drivers and while this licensing (as indeed all licensing 
in harness-racing is) is purely for record rather than revenue 
purposes, it enables a prompt check of all persons in the stabling 
area by the racing Association's security officers. 


The Coimission Veterinarians conducted saliva tests of 
all winners and such other horses as were selected by the Steward- 
Judges, and appropriate security measures were taken to protect the 
samples. In addition, they checked the horses' fitness in the post 
parade and watched the starts and finishes of each heat. 


The total revenue for the 1956 harness racing meetings 
was »3,960.00. 


MINOR JOCKLYS' TRUST FUND 


A trust fund for minor jockeys was established in 1953 and 
put into effect in 1954, whereby all jockeys under the age of 21] 
years were oblized to assign to a trustee (a chartered trust company) 
50% of their ridinz fees in excess of $200.00 per week. This amount 
was changed to »150.00 by Commission Directive No. 1, 1955. 


It is not senerally realized that many minor jockeys earn 
very substantial fees and in Ontario in 1956, apprentice jockeys 
under 21 years of age were earning around 350.00 to »450.00 per week.

THE NEW wWOODBINE 


When the Commission was created in 1950, there were seven 
race tracks in Ontario, operated by six different ownerships. By 
1955, The Cntario Jockey Club and its affiliates had bought the 
charters and properties of all but those of The Long Branch Jockey 
Club and Dufferin Park, race tracks operated by Orpen Enterprises 
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Limited. In the fall of 1955, Orpsn Enterprises Limited sold their 
race tracks and assets to The Ontario Jockey Club and its 
affiliates, so that The Ontario Jockey Club, in effect, is now the 
only racing association conducting racing in Ontario. As soon as 
they were acquired, Stamford Park, Thorncliffe Park, The Long Branch 
Jockey Club, Dufferin Park and The Hamilton Jockey Club were shut 
down as race tracks, leaving only Woodbine Park and Fort Erie. 


In the meantime, however, plans had proceded to build a 
new race track near Malton under the aegis of The Cntario Jockey 
Club and on June 12, 1956, New Woodbine Park was officially opened, 
the Prime Minister, ir. Frost, attending and declaring the new race 
track to be officially open. 


Racing dignitaries from the United States were present for 
the opening, and it was the consensus that nowhere in the United 
States, which is to say the world, was there a race track better 
designed to suit the comfort and convenience of the public and the 
horsemen and their employees, and none elsewhere where the patron 
of the sport, no matter where seated, could not view with ease every 
incident in every race. 


The President and Directors of the Cntario Jockey Club are 
to be most heartily conzratulated on the substantial contribution 
they have made to Ontario racing in the building of this super- 
lative racing plant. 


In 1957, as in 1956, only three race tracks will be in 
operation in Ontario: Woodbine, Old Woodbine and Fort brie.

COMMISSION RULINGS, 1956 
The Commission rulings made in 1956 were as follows: 


April 20, 1956 - Groom Archibald St. John having been susp ended 
indefinitely on November 9, 1954, for refusing to answer questions 
put to him by the Commission, is restored to good standing, 
effective immediately. 


May 8, 1956 - Owner-Trainer Albert Tomei, having been suspended by 

the stewards on May 1, 1956, and the matters of complaint against 

him having been referred to the Commission, the action of the 

Stewards is confirmed and Owner-Trainer Albert Tomei, is suspended 

for 15 days, effective May 1, 1956, for Striking his horse "MAROLA", 

on the rump and withers with a riding crop, shortly before taking 

it to the paddock for the eighth race at Fort Erie on April 30, i956, 
and his trainer's license is revoked indefinitely, effective Nay 1,

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COMMISSION MEETINGS 


The Commission held 53 meetings in 1957 and continued its 
policy of hearing anyone who expressed a wish to be heard at a 
Commis sion meeting. In this way, a large number of disputes between 
Commis sion licensees were settled, thus avoiding the necessity of 
expensive and long-drawn out litigation in the courts. In addition, 
many persons having complaints, once having been heard by the 
Commission, either found that their complaints had no foundation in 
fact, or if the complaints were valid, had them satisfactorily 
adjusted by the Commission. 


Joint meetings were held with the Ontario Jockey Club, the 
Executive Committee of the Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association and the Jockeys Benefit Association, representatives of 
the Federal Department of Agriculture, the Deputy Attorney General, 
representatives of the Royal Canadian liounted Police, all with an 
effort to improve the standard and integrity of racing in Ontario, 


COMMISSION FINANCES 
fembers of the Commission are aware that the expenses of 
the Commission are increasing little by little each year, as extra 


protection is afforded to the racing public. It is hoped to 
ameliorate the situation in two ways in 1958:

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(b) Negotiations with the federal Department of Agriculture. 


These started in 1957 and will continue in 1958. It will 
be recalled that in 1956, the federal government for the first time 
imposed a tax on racing: 34 of 1% of the total handle. Their avowed 
plan in doing so was to afford additional protection to the racing 
public across the whole of Canada. While they freely admit that 
racing 1s far better controlled, governed and Supervised in Ontario 
than in any other part of Canada, that is not to say that Cntario 
Should not be the beneficiary of any expenditure of the 3 of 1% just 
as any other Province. It is altogether likely that in time, the 
federal government will assume the cost of the Film Patrol and the 
Saliva and Urine Tests, which in Ontario is most substantial in the 
total cost of operating the Commission. It is the Commission's 
plan to pass part of this saving on to the racing Associations (so 
that purses may be increased and the quality of racing consequently 
improved) and the other part will be reflected in a considerable 
reduction in governmental expenditures for Commission operations. 


THE FILM PATROL 


As has been observed in earlier reports, the Film Patrol is 
the greatest single factor contributing to clean racing, and Ontario 
was a pioneer in introducing it in 1951. Furthermore, it is only in 
Ontario, and nowhere else in the world where the Film Patrol is paid 
for by the taxing authority rather than the racing associations. 

It was realized in 1951 that to impose the burden of the admittedly 
expensive Film Patrol on the individual racing associations would 
have been, for some of them, intolerable, but the government was 
wise enough to approve the establishment of the Film Patrol and pay 
for it, in the interests of clean racing. 


One great improvement in the Film Patrol was effected in 1953, 
after sundry experiments conducted by our contractor in Florida 
during the 1952-53 racing season. Immediate processing (that is, 
developing of the films) kas been provided, which has made it 
possible for the stewards to view the films of a race two minutes 
and 35 seconds after the finish of a race. It is believed that 
this is the fastest processing conducted by any Film Patrol anywhere. 
This is an extremely important feature, as it enables the stewards 
to be as certain as humanly possible in situations where they are 
considering the disqualification of a horse for a riding foul 
committed by its jockey or for interference with another horse, 


uncontrollable by a jockey, by itself. 


The actual pictures, whether the time of day was early or 
late, or whether the day was light or dull and murky, were 


perfectly clear. 
COMMISSION VETERINARIANS 


The Commission was again assisted by three Commission 
Veterinarians, none of whom is engaged in private practice. The

ota aimed at this goal ever since it was formed and it will 
ily be appreciated how important it is that Commission Veterin- 


arians be absolutely free of bias or prejudice, and equally important, 


Suspicion. 


Two other Veterinarians took charge of the summer Trots from 


July 15 to August 28. 


The pre-race examination of all horses during the morning of 
the day they raced was again conducted as in earlier years. All 
scratches recommended by the Commission Veterinarians were approved 
by the stewards and there was no known case of a lame horse being 
permitted to race. 


SALIVA AND URINE TESTS 


AS in previous years, saliva and urine samples were taken 
from all winning horses and such others as might be selected by the 
stewards. llaborate security measures have been taken to protect 
these samples from the time they are taken until their analysis and 
indeed these go far beyond the security measures taken in other 
racing jurisdictions. 


1535 saliva and 1468 urine samples were analyzed by the 
Commission Analyst and there were two positive tests reported from 
the urine tests which were subsequently dealt with by the Commission 
as shown in the Rulings of the Commission. 


SALIVA TESTS 


Until 1957, the saliva sample of each winning horse was 
taken by a Commission Veterinarian in the saliva box which, at each 
race track, was not open to the public. 


Karly in 1957, at the instigation of the Commission, the 
stewards directed that the saliva test be taken in the winner's 
enclosure, in full view of the public. This change has markedly 
increased public confidence in the integrity of Ontario racing. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF STATE RACING COMMISSIONERS 


The members of the Commission are associate members of this 
important organization, which includes in its membership the racing 
boards or comaissions of >6 states of the union and the governing 
bodies of racing in liexico, Cuba, Puerto Rico and The Bahamas. 


This body acts as a clearing house for the disciplinary 
rulings, changes in rules of racing and statistical data which it 
gathers from all racing jurisdictions on the continent and passes on 
to all its members by periodical publication of a bulletin, enabling 
members to keep accurate and up-to-date records of important events 
that take place in other jurisdictions. 
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Bach member of the association agrees to honour and abide 
by the rulings of its fellow-maabers as members of racing boards and 
Commissions, and thus, many undesirables are kept off the North 
American turf, even though their offences were committed in one 
macanee jurisdiction. 


The twenty-third Annual Convention of the Association was 
held in Beverly Hills, California, from June 10 - 13, 1957. The 
Chairman, and two members John Ww. Hanna, M.P.P., and Brigadier C. 5. 
McKee, C.B.E., attended this Convention. 


HARN@SS RACING 


The 39-day harness racing meeting was held at Old Woodbine 
race track, from July 15 to Auzust 28, 1957. The Commission licensed 
all owners and drivers, setting a nominal license fee of $1.00. 


Further, the Commission licensed all personnel employed by 
owners or drivers and while this licensing (as indeed all licensing 
in harness-racing is) is purely for record rather than revenue 
purposes, it enables a prompt check of all persons in the stabling 
area by the racing Association's security officers. 


. The Comuission Veterinarians conducted saliva tests of all 
winners and such other horses as were selected by the Steward-Judges, 
and appropriate security measures were taken to protect the samples. 
In addition, they checked the horses' fitness in the post parade 
and watched the starts and finishes of each heat. 


The total revenue for the 1957 harness racing meetings 
was $5,641.00. 


MINOR JOCKEYS" TRUST FUND 


A trust fund for minor jockeys was established in 1953 and 
put into effect in 1954, whereby all jockeys under the age GLa. 
years were obliged to assign to a trustee (a chartered trust company ) 
50% of their riding fees in excess of 3200.00 per week. This amount 
was changed to 150.00 by Commission Directive No. 1, 1955. 


It is not generally realized that many minor jockeys earn 
very. substantial fees and in Ontario in 1957, apprentice jockeys 
under 21 years of age were earning around $350.00 to $450.00 per week,

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THE CALIENTE SAFETY HELMET 
For the first time in 1957; it was made compulsory for all 
Jockeys to wear the Caliente safety helmet which raguueede, since 
a first use in Agua Caliente, ilexico, a few years ago, has saved 
e lives of many jockeys. In this connection, we should like to 

record our appreciation of the horsemen and the jockeys in quickly 
co-operating with the Commission in this substantial improvement to 
racing and racing safety. 


THE POST PARADE 


For many years, the Commission has endeavoured to persuade 
the racing Associations and the horsemen that: horses in the post 
parade could readily be led from that side of the horse away from 
the public, so that the public view of the racing animals would be 
unobstructed. lhany objections were heard to such a proposal, one 
being that a horse cannot be led from its off-side. Members of the 
Commission noticed at the annual convention of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners that at Hollywood Park, California, 
such procedure was in effect. Accordingly, the Commission prevailed 
on the Association-to try the practice for a week to see if it would 
work in Ontario. It worked very easily and will be incorporated in 
the Commission's Rules of Racing for 1958. 


THE ROYAL CANADIAN MOUNTED POLICE 


As you are aware, the Commission has for a long time advocated 
the amendment of the Racing Commission Act to provide for the licensing 
of pari-~mutuel employees. The Deputy Attorney General of Ontario 
has advised the Commission that such amendment would not be ultra 
vires, But the federal Department of Justice, however, has advised 
the federal Department of Agriculture that such legislation would be 
ultra vires. . 


The Commission's purpose in seeking this legislation was to 
have more effective control over pari-mutuel clerks many of whom 
engage in touting, a practice that the Commission strongly deprecates. 


At recent meetings with representatives of the federal 
Department of Agriculture and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, it 
was made abundantly clear to members of the Commission that the 
problem was most effectively handled by the Ri Cslas Bom tla oo / andes 
all likelihood will continue to be so handled. 


In the interests of harmony, therefore, the Commission has 
decided not to ask for the enabling legislation to license pari- 
mutuel clerks, confident that the Royal Canadian lounted Police is 
able and qualified to do the job we want done. 


(For example, 4l pari-mutuel clerks were summarily dis- 
charged by the racing Association in 1957 for touting, repeated 
shortages or overages or both, at the request of the R.C.i.P. 


Henceforth, the R-C.ii-P. will make full reports to the
